It is a singular fact, noted by all travellers in 
this country, that, go where you will, the 
bread is sure to be sour.

It is not without some reason that Philadel. 
phia is called the Athens of America, since, 
among other advances in civihzation, the 
people sometimes wash their hands and faces. 
This practice was introduced about seven 
years ago, by the Marquis of Tweedale and 
his suite. It was at first violently opposed as 
an aristocratic cu-tom, unworthy of freemen; 
but it gradually made its way, and there are 
now few, except the radicals and ultra demo- 
crats, that demur to the practice. The ponu- 
lar opinion is, however, rather against it, and 
it is seldom that a person, with clean hands 
and face, is elected to an office, unless he can 
demonstrate his republicanism by a red nose, 
a black eye, or some other unequivocal mark 
of his high calling. 

The city has also a nightly watch, a pecu- 
liarity I did not observe either at Boston or 
New York. Here watchmen are obliged to 
call the hour through the whole night—an 
excellent regulation, as [ supposed, since this 
is a pretty good evidence of a man being 
awake. But the spirit of democracy evades 
every salutary regulation, it seems, and I was 
assured by a worthy alderman, a native of 
England, that these fellows, from long habit, 
| call the hour as regularly sleeping as waking, 
, so that this afforded no additional seeurity to 
_ the citizens. ‘he alderman told me, that not 
| less than three or four watchmen were robbed 
iat their posts every night; and pyothing was 
| more common than a fellow tobe bawling 
| out “ all’s well,” when somebody was actually 
picking his pockets. ‘The alderinan related’ a 
humorous instance:

A dreadful fire, occasioned by the negli- 
gence of a woman, broke out at Tavaux, in 
the department of the Jura, by which 110 
houses were consumed, notwithstanding the 
active exertions of the suplurs-pompiers and 
the inhabitants. More than 800 persons are 
by this disaster left without bread or a home. 
The damage is estimated at upwards of 
600,000 fraues. 

A learned man of Naples, Martorelli, occu- 
pied himsclf for two years in writing an 
enormous memoir in order to prove that the 
ancients were not acquainted with the use of 
glass for windows—and fifteen days after the 
publication of his fulio, a house was discover- 
ed in Pompe: , all the windows of which were 

aned with glass. 

A Berlin Journal mentions two remarkable 
instances of lethargy. One is a young girl, 
who remained asiccp 6 weeks; and the other 
a girl who slept during 451 days.

A ietter from Madrid, dated March 14, 
states that the official account of General 
Sucre’s victory in Peru had been received in 
that capital, but that every one who even 
spoke of it was liable to be arrested by the 
police.

whole continent. 

Old Wines.—Vhe passion for old Wines hias 
sometimes been carried to a very ridiculous 
excess; for the ‘thick crust, the bees wing, 
and the several other criterions of the epi- 
cure, are but so many proofs of the decompo- 
sition anddeparture of sonie of the best quali- 
ties of the wine. Had the man that first fillea 
the celebrated Heidlebury tun, been placed 
as centinel to see that no other wine was put 
into it, he would have found it much better 
at 25 or 30 years old, than at 100 or 150, had 
he lived so long, and been permitted, now 
and then, to taste it. 

At Bremen there is a wine-cellar, called the 
Store, where five hogsheads of Rhenish wine 
have been prese:ved since the year 1625.— 
These five hhds. cost 1200 francs. Had this 
sum been put out to compound interest, each 
hogshead would now be worth above a thou- 
sand millions of money; a bottle of this pre- 
cious wine would cos! 21,799,480 franes; and 
a single wine glass, 2,723,898 francs. 

VERDICT AGAINST EVIDENCE. 

It has been well observed by a modern wri- 
ter, that ‘“‘we are very apt to mistake the 
foulness of a crime for certainty of evidence 
against the individual accused of it ; or in pro- 
portion as we are unpressed with its enormity, 
the less nice we become in distinguishing the 
offender.” A siriking illustrativn of this re- 
mark once presented itself. An atrocious 
murder having been committed, an unfortu- 
nate individual was accused of being the nur- 
derer, and brought to trial.—-The judge charg- 
ed the jury, that no evidence had been pro- 
duced against the prisoner, and that therefore 
they must of necessity acquit him. ‘Yo the 
surprise of the court, Rowever, the jury re 
turned a verdict of * Guilty.” The verdict 
being recorded, the judge requested to know 
upon what shadow of proof it bad been 
brought. ‘* My lord,” answered the foreman, 
‘fa great crime has been commitied; some- 
body ought to suffer for it; and we do not 
see why it should not be this man!” 

LONG SUIT. 

The longest suit on record in England, is 
one Which existed between the heirs of Sir 
Thomas ‘Talbot, Viscount Lisle, and the heirs 
of a Lor Berkley, respecting some property 
in the county of Gloucester, not far from 
Wotton-under-edge.

Snow fell in the interior of Virginia, last 
‘month, to the depth of two feet, but soon 
atterdisappeared. Jt afforded a singular con- 
trast, mingled with the buds and bloom of the 
season. 

The rage for Stocks continues in New York. 
The books for the Morris Canal were opened 
last week at Jersey, (opposite to the city) 
and the crowd was such, that it seemed as 
though the city of New York had moved over 
the river. Nearly twenty millions of dollars 
were subscribed, the required amount being 
but one million. 





The Circuit Court closed its session on 
Wednesday the 20th ult. at Rochester, N. Y. 
Only one person (Samucl Jones) was sentenc- 
ed to the State Prison. His case has excited 
more attention than any ever tried in that 
county. He undertook, without property, 
aud without friends, to dispassess the rightful 
owners of a large tract of valuable land, by 
exhrhiting a forged deed and proving its ex- 
ecution by perjured witnesses. In 1822 a 
decision was obtained in the Supreme Court, 
in his favor, and it has taken the whole of the 
last three years to ferret out the necessary 
proof to bring his villainies to light. After 
having perjured himself by swearing to false 
affidavits, and inducing others, by hope of re- 
ward to commit the same offence, he has been 
fairly convicted gnd sentenced to the state 
prison during his natural life. 





The blind restored to sight.—A young man 
in Louisiana had been bliud about ten years, 
during which time’ he married and became 
the father of three chiidren. Having heard 
of the skill of Dr. Lobatut, of New Orleans, ag 
an oculist, he hastened to put himself under 
his care, leaving his wife and children at Ba- 
ton Rouge.

FIRE IN THE WOODS. 

A fire lately commenced in the extensive 
woods in Sandwich, in Barnstable county, 
Massachusetts, and owing to the extreme ari- 
dity of the season, raged furiously till it de- 
stroyed wood estimated at 75 cents per cord, 
worth from 10 to $25,000. The wood had 
been recently purchased by a Glass-house 
Company, for use in the vicinity, and insur- 
ance to the amount of 10 or 11,000 dollars 
had been effected. The light of the confla- 
gration was distinctly seen 50 miles distant. 
The calamity was occasioned, it is said, by 
some persons violating the Sabbath, by draw- 
ing ignited coals from the pit, and not care- 
fully watching them. 








The Salt Works at Salina, in the State of 
New-York, are capable of producing annually 
1,750,000 bushels of coarse, making an aggre- 
gate of 2,000,000. A revenue was cerived 
to the state the last year of $93,555 92; and 
for the two first quarters of the present year, 
it amounts to $56,740 35, more than double 
the amount for the same term in 1822, The 
belief is, that at no distant period the revenue 
will exceed three times its present amount. 


The brig Virginia, Philips, arrived at Balti- 
more on Saturday, bringing advices to the 
14th March.

UNCOMMON FISH. 

Seing on board the brig Mary & Eliza, of 
poston, from Baltimore, on Wednesday, 27th 
\nril, 1825, at 6, A. M. Race Point, Cape 
Cod, bearing 5. S. E. distant 4 leagues, dis- 
covered something a little on our lurboard 
bow—hauled up for it. When ata small dis- 
tance, found it to be a living animal—took it 
for what has been called a Sea Serpent. We 
asset it at a small distance, tacked ship and 
stood for it again. Found that there were 
two of them—they made from us—however, 
we soon overtook them. Being some time 
:a company with them, we had a fair view.— 
Thes appeared, when head to us, more like 
horses swimming than any thing we could 
compare them to. Their length appeared 
to be about forty feet, their head_ and neck 
ibout six or eight fect, which they kept out 
the water about four feet. From the top 
of their heads to the water, the head part ap- 
neared full of bunches like barnacles; or knots 
of divers colours. Being about 100 feet from 
them, we could view them well. ‘Their bo- 
lies appeared to be of the colour of a whale, 
their tails lay flat ways in the water, and 
-pread about 8 feet, like a whale’s tail. After 
viewing them about 15 minutes, we tacked 
ship, and stood on our course. They like- 
wise tacked and swam after us, when they 
ippeared more like horses than ever, and 
their way through the water was nearly as 
{ust as ours. 

‘Yhere was a white streak running about 
two thirds round their heads at the water’s 
ede, which we took to be where the mouth 
was. They sometimes blowec lke whales. 
The spout holes were about four feet trom 
their nose, on their backs. They had a very 
blunt nose. They must either be Sea Horses 
or Sea Serpents, for such fish none on board 
‘yer saw before.

Bens. Smart, Mate. 
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Delaware Canal.—The following is an ex- 
tract of a letter from a person well acquainted 
with the progress nuw making in the Dela- 
ware Canal :— 

“Its whole length from the tide lock at 
Buck Creek to that at the Delaware, which 
will shortly be finished, is about 14 miles, 34 
of which passes through a high ridge of land, 
termed the “ Leep Cut.” ‘The greatest cut- 
ting here irom the surface is 76 feet 7 inches, 
Near this there is to be a bridge, from which, 
when this great work shali be completed, the 
eye can wander and behold the vast products 
of the country bordering on the Susquehan- 
nal, winding its course to a ready market, 
whilst the astonished spectator shall be ready 
to acknowledge the power of man, when 
blended with artand enterprize. The width 
of the canal on the bottom is 36 feet, and at 
the surface of the water, which will be 10 
feet above the bottom, 66 feet, being naviga- 
ble for sloops. ‘There has been, since the 
commencement of this work, which was in 
April, 1824, 12,161,139 culic yards exca- 
vated.” 


A youth of Vermont, by the name of J. P. 
Miller, feeling the fire of liberty glowing in 
his bosom, applied to the Greek committee 
at Boston, stating his wishes to engage in the 
contest for the recovery of Grecian freedom. 
He was furnished with a small sum for an out- 
fit, and with letters addressed to Prince 
Mavrocordato. On his arrival he presented 
his letters, and was cordially received by the 
Prince. The following is an extract from the 
letter of this gallant and generous youth : 

‘| had been here but a few minutes, when 
[suw a soldier enter the doos hastily. 
asked me if I was an American; I answered 
in the affirmative. He grasped my hand in 
eestacy, exclaiming ai the same tine, that he 
atsu had the honor to belong to that country ; 
ihat his name was George Jarvis ; that he was 
«native gf the state of New York, and being 
at Bordeaux in 1822, thence, by the appro- 
bation of his futher, came via Marseilles to 
Hydra, and engaged in the Greck navy, in 
their glorious struggle with the Turks. He 
made thirteen voyages with the Hydriots, 
and suiee that time he has been employed in 
the army, with the rank of lieutenant colonel. 
He has been ina number of engagements, 
and has distinguished himself as a brave offii- 
cer. From him I have learned much of the 
state of Greece. Their success against the 
‘Turks, and the sacrifices which they haye 
made this year for their hberty, are greater 
than any recorded of Greece im the days of 
her ancient glory. But what must be the feel- 
ings of a man, who looks with a philanthropic 
eye on the scenes of misfortune, to see sol- 
diers, who have been fighting the enemy all 
summer, now coming to ther commander to 
beg bread to keep thei alive.” 

His interview with the Prince he thus de- 
scribes, at the conclusion of which the Ame- 
rican character peeps out : 

* The Prince received me with much po- 
liteness, and expressed his satisfaction at the 
conduct of our government, in regard to the 
interest it takes in the sufferings of Greece. 
He asked me many questions, in reference 
to the views which were entertained by the 
Americans of the character of the Greeks, 
‘Td all his questions | endeavoured to give as 
correct answers as possible. I tokl him that 
all the exertions which the different comnut- 
tecs were making in America, were for the 
liberty of Greece ; and that it was my opinion 
that nothing further would be done by the 
Americans, if the Greeks would consent to 
accept of a foreign king. He replied, that 
nothing but a foreign force would ever place 
them under a king. I told him! was wilhng 
to bear arms in Greece, 80 long as there was 
a prospect of her being fiee, but no longer.” 


The tollowing is an extract from a letter of: 
the Prince, aunmouncing the arrival of the 
youthful enthusiast : 

“You know Greece, but you know it as 
oppressed by the furkish yoke. Every thing 
is now changed. We too, in imitation of the 
Americans, have resolved to recuver our 
liberty, and assume a place among civilized 
nations. God grant that we may be as fortu- 
nate as you in the result. The success which 
the Greeks have obtained, both on land and 
at sea, in the campaign just closed, insp:res 
ys with confident hopes - and there is now ne 
one, as formerly, who will pretend to ques-
